According to the U.S. Department of Education; 31 percent 
of full-tinie professors at public universities spend less than four : 
hours per week.teaching, students. At private universities, the 
situation is slightly worse’ 37 percent of full-time’ professors | 
spend less than four hours per week in the classroom. , 

" ‘The-same report noted that professors seem to be spending 
more time on research than on educating students, often leaving 
tstudents in the hands of graduate teaching assistants. 

‘One of the other big users of funds at universities today, the 

Inquirer reported, is administrators. Increasing burdens placed 
on universities to attract-and retain top students has helped to 
swell the ranks of university of administrators nationally. 

In Nebraska, the budget for NU’s central administration has 
increased 15 percent since the 1991-92 school year. This in- 
crease represents less than half a million dollars over 5 years, a 
minuscule portion of the total NU operating budget. 

The largest increases in spending are those allocated to UNL 
and the Med Center, $113 million and $105 million respectively 
over the past five years.

eral reasons, NEBHELP employee Marcia White explained that 
by the time borrowers have made 24 payments, NEBHELP is 
the owner of the loan, having purchased it from the original 
lender. This gives NEBHELP control over the repayment of the 
_ loans, and enables them to make these beneficial changes. 
‘NEBHELP can handle this loss of revenue because operat- 
ing costs have been reduced over the past few years, said White. 
The decision to use this money for the program depended on 
the willingness of NEBHELP executives to pass-on the savings 
to the students. “We’re proud to offer a program that rewards 
Nebraska students for being responsible,” said Spethman. 
NEBHELP president Don Bouc said, “Rate Saver is a win- 
win situation all around, The student wins: with hundreds of 
dollars.in savings. Colleges win because students pay less to 
finance education. NEBHELP and our partners in the student 
loan community win because students get access to education; 
and Nebraska wins because loan dollars stay in the state, avail- 
able to fund education for future generations of Nebraskans.” 
Kathy Copas, assistant director.of UNO’s financial aid of- 
fice, noted that “there are other programs offering percentage 
reductions, but you have to pay four years to see that benefit.” ° 
The new Student Loan Rate Saver is available after two years. 
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NEBHELP also sponsors the College Funding Hotline at 1

Labor Day. The re of the year we celebrate those people 
who have worked for a living, also marks the unofficial be- 
ginning of the political races. While many focus on the elec-

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Silent Virus Attack, Sexually Transmitted Disease 
Affects More People Than One Would Think —

If the scare of AIDS is not enough to pemuaie you to prac- 


tice safe sex, then perhaps this will. There is a sexually trans- - 


mitted disease (STD) whose symptoms do not show up until 


one to six months after having unprotected sex, if the symp- , 


toms show up at all. According to a pamphlet published by 
the American College Health Association (ACHA),+Whiat are 
sexually transmitted diseases?” most women and some men 
have no symptoms at all. 

What is this sifent STD? It is a microorganism from the 
human papilloma virus (HPV), and it comes from a family of 
at least 60 viruses. About one-third of these viruses will cause 
genital problems that affect males‘and females.. Most prob- 
lems seem to arise in two main areas. According to ACHA, 

_ they are “genital warts and cell changes, especially in the fe- 
male cervix that can be precancerous.” HPV causes a lesion 
in the genital area, called genital warts or Condylomas. Many 
times they can not be seen. At other times they appear as small 
bumps or spots. According to an ETR Associates pamphlet, 
STD Facts, the longer warts are left to spread and grow, the 


more difficult they are to elitninate, A person is contagious, 


even if they have no symptoms. 

Treatment for warts would include cryotheropy, laser sur- 
gery, liquid nitrogen, 5-flourouracil cream, trichloracetic acid, 
podophyllin, and interferon, according to ACHA writings. 


According to ACHA, certain cell changes can be linked to: 


HPV. These can result in a precancerous condition called 
intraepithelial neoplasia, which occurs as lesions on a woman’s 
cervix. Only a small number will become cancerous, - but 
ecause there is no way to predict which lesions will progress 
to the cancerous stage, all these lesions must receive 
cryotheraphy or laser treatment. 

Women often do no know they have this condition until 
they have a Pap smear with abnormal test results, This is par- 
ticularly dangerous because the virus can be passed to a baby 
during childbirth. When a Pap test is abnormal, the woman is 
requested to return to the physician’s office for a second test. 


Usually, a biopsy is done at this point. 


Most women with HPV learn they have it from the results 


of this test: 


Upon diagnosis, it is jnatienitive: for a woman ‘to receive 
regular follow-up Pap smears. In most cases, lesions can be 
removed in the physician’s office. HPV is never eliminated 
fom the body, but the disease can be controlled. 

» STDs are passed skin-to-skin through sexual contact. No 


one is immune to STD. Some are serious and painful and ‘can 


damage reprodtictive organs, though most STDs can be cured - 
with treatment. Some symptoms go away, but the infection. . 
remains. 

- The best protections from STDs include talking with a 
sexual partner about past sexual partners and needle drug use; 
always using a condom with a spermicidal foam, cream, or 
jelly; and knowing the symptoms of STDs. An individual’ 
with an STD may feel victimized or isolated and should con- 
sider sharing those feelings with a friend or counselor, said 
ACHA.

The media, in his view, un- 
fairly portrayed the drug as a panacea. “The 
natural, safe approach to birth control is thrown 
out the window for this quick fix,” he said, This 


' drug, he said was “a continuation of the cul- 


tural desire for completion of the sexual revo- 
lution.” At its core was the desire for society to 
separate sex from romance, marriage, and chil- 
dren. 

Jan Kennedy, Executive Director of Planned 
Parenthood of Omaha and Council Bluffs, said 
“(we) need to have options available to women

that are safe, effective, and legal. Here is the 
option of offering nonsurgical abortion. We 
think that the FDA should make these drugs 
available,” she said. Kennedy also noted that 
abortion-inducing drugs like methotrexate and 


’ misoprostal, two FDA approved drugs, have 


similar effects to RU-486 when taken together. 
Kennedy said this “will not change the need 
for surgical abortions.” Abortions are not per- 
formed at Omaha Planned Parenthood. 

Ruth Hanon, Director of Student Health Ser- 
vices, said abortions are not performed on the 
UNO campus. She said her office advises stu- 
dents to wait 24 hours after a positive pregnancy 
test before consulting with a staffmember who 
informs the individuals of their options. In many 
cases, they refer students to Planned Parenthood 
for information on all ene including adop- 
tion. 

“There are strong opinions about right and 
wrong in the abortion debate, said Hanon. Opin- 
ions get in the way of facts, logic leaves the 
debate, and it becomes an emotional discussion. 
The sad part is that RU-486 will never reach a 
logical conclusion. It will die an nipmnnenet 
death.”. ;
